PIBiJT COLORED GRADUATE IK THE HIS- 
TOID (L— A CLAM OF 

KEN SPEECHES DELIVERED AND 

EXEKCISBfl. 

The latter part of the nine* 
tury was on the platform at the 
tana Institute for the Deaf and 
Dumb to-day. A scene was witness- 
ed there which the first general 
of the century wonld not have 
thought possible or tolerable. 

A representative of the first g 
ation of colored people born since the 
war graduated with honors in a class 
of sixteen. She was deaf and dumb; 
she is still deaf, hut she spoke her 
commencement oration so that every 
one in the audience of five hundred 
who was endowed with hearing 
caught perfectly her words and 
meaning. She is the first colored 
graduate in the history of the school, 
irgaret A. Hrooks, of 
Jeffersonville.
